For a long time, thanks to the hand-in-hand development 
of materials and structural design, the automobile has been 
adapted to the use of women, most of whom know nothing 
and care about the mechanical construction of the 
vehicle they drive. After they have learned the simple 
manipulation of pedals and levers, they cease to concer 
themselves with how the car works. If the mechanism get@ 
out of adjustment, it is a simple matter either to drive the’ 
car to the nearest repair station or to have it towed there, 
in answer to telephone message. Keeping oil, gasoline and 
water in proper supply has come to be a matter of routine, 
requiring little thought. But a woman never fails to be 
concerned about the outward appearance of her car, just as 
she devotes thoughtful care in her own appearance abroad. 
The designers have specialized in making the car 
attractive in proportion, color and line—those three 
chief factors in created beauty. Where bodies and tops 
used to tower in the air, they have been lowered, to bring 
the height into proper proportional relation with length 
and width. Our modern chassis are lower, not only 
because of demonstrated advantages in riding and in the 
comfort of the occupants, but because of the improved 
appearance of the car, thanks again to more harmonious 
proportions.

In color, we have gone the limit. Not content with the 
most brilliant single colors, our paint job men have utilized 
two harmonizing shades, with contrasting striping and

varied upholstering materials to make the whole automobile 
a thing of conscious beauty. 

Lines Have changed. We have done away with body 
bulges, originally thought to have been necessary to adapt 
the car’s exterior to its mechanical construction. And we 
aave done away with the severe straight lines and right 
angies of the body, too. 

Classic architecture, with its lasting beauty, was 
not the result of chance nor of haphazard choice. It 
depends largely on prcperly related dimensions—pro- 
portion—and on appropriate material—color and 
texture—for its appeal. Our best modern designers 
of automobile exteriors have taken a leaf cut of the 
classic architects’ books. Any modern car with propor- 
tions that deviate from standard relations is to an extent 
a freak. Mcdern colors and methods of application 
have contributed to the harmony and the art of the 
upholsterer and the hardware man and the plater adds 
its contribution to the whole. 

It has been urged that many of our present day auto- 
mobiles have a distinct family resemblance and that many 
of them look too much like one another. Perhaps. But cer- 
tainly, the 1927 cars will look much more attractive to the 
citizens of 1937 than the cars of 1917 look today. Propor- 
tions, color and line, when they are right, are right eternally. 

There is always improvement to be made in our motor 
vehicles; witness the unceasing activities of all departments 
of the industry. Attention to external appearance got a late 
start, but it has made tremendous progress in a short space. 
And the cars of today will keep their good looks much longer 
than their predecessors.

Battery Replacement Field Offers 
Good Profits to Dealers Supplying 
Quality Merchandise and Service 


By C. P. SHATTUCK

and if it is 
owner to install a new battery | 


instead of spending money upon repairs, then.selling bat- 
teries by the car dealer is a merchandising proposition. 


But there are two kinds of 
batteries, first, the “price” 
and the quality battery. During the 
past few years some battery manu- 
facturers developed a “price” bat- 
tery. This was done to enable their 
dealers and distributors to meet 
certain kinds of price competition. 
In other words, 
had a battery to sell the car owner 
who bought on price alone. These 
price batteries were, in many in- 
stances, very good batteries and 
gave good service. And in some in- 
stances they were given another 
name by the manufacturer. 

Mail Order Competition 

The price battery was thought to 
be effective against the mail or- 
der houses and the chain stores 
And it was developed to meet such 
competition, particularly in the 
country districts where the mail 
order houses have a following. They 
still buy, do these ruralites, bat- 
teries from the mail order houses 
But service is lacking with these 
mail order house batteries and, in 
the majority of cases, with the 
chain store batteries. True it is 
that the mail order house will 
just” a battery with defective ele- 
mients, bul the buyer must return 
it and either hire a rental battery 
or go without the use of his car 


until the “adjusted” battery re- 
turns. And it takes several days 
for the battery to go and come.| 
These facts are mentioned because 
they have an important bearing | 
on the sale of batteries by the car 
dealer. 


In other words, the car dealer sell- 
ing batteries should be able to out- 
sell the mail order house by point- 
ing out to the prospect the factors 
mentioned plus the service the car 
dealer can render and the mail order 
house cannot. The rental battery 


costs, as a rule, 25 cents a day, 
and if a rental is taken out today 


and returned tomorrow it is 50 cents 
It will take from five to ten days, 
it depending upon the distance the 
buyer is from the mail order house, 
to get an adjustment on a new or 
repaired battery.

Small 
and thin plates will not deliver the 
goods. Such a construction is found 
in the “price” batteries. Thin plates 
wear out quickly. Poor separators 
have insufficient porosity. And poor 
batteries are made up of adulterated 
| oxides. Cheap batteries have light 
pillar posts, and some are even made 
hollow at the base to save lead 
Such light posts and cell connecting 
straps, which are often made hollow 
also, result in breakage and becom- 
ing melted with a short. And soft 
lead is substituted in the “price 
battery for antimonial lead in the 
grids. And because all these com- 
ponents and ingredients are covered 
up, out of sight, etc., the average 
buyer of a battery can see no dif- 
ference between the quality battery 
and the “price” battery. 

Cheap batteries are assembled by 
cheap and unskilled labor. The rule 
in the plants of the cheap battery 
makers is rush work, and, as a re- 
sult, a non-quality battery is made. 
But these batteries find a market 
because of the price buyers. There | 
,wili always be a market for these 
inferior makes of batteries, because 
there will always be the car owner 
who will buy on price; not quality 
and service.
